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New York State Gets State Aid 


For many years New York State has 
given a flat $100 per year as state aid 
to all public libraries which conformed 
to standards. For several years there 
has been an effort to get something 
more substantial and something that 
would promote the redevelopment of 
public library service into stronger 
units of service. Throughout this 
struggle the New York Times has been 
a strong supporter editorially of the 
libraries. Last year Governor Dewey 
was won over and has since been a 
strong supporter of the need for more 
adequate state aid for New York li- 
braries. Governor Dewey appointed a 
committee to study the matter last 
year—and this year a very important 
step forward was achieved when a new 
law was passed. 


One million dollars was appropriated 
for the first year of the bill. As li- 
braries qualify for benefits, however, 
the new law will ultimately result in 
$3,653,000 a year in state aid for New 
York’s public libraries. 


According to the report in the New 
York Times for March 31, 1950, at 
page 26, one of the major purposes 
of the legislation is “to encourage 
libraries to federate into systems serv- 
ing entire counties or groups of coun- 
ties.” All the books and periodicals 
in any one library would be available 
to readers in all the other members of 
the federation. The Governor’s com- 
mittee reported that the formation of 
such systems would (1) make library 
service available to great numbers of 
persons now without it and (2) would 
raise standards to a satisfactory min- 
imum in libraries now unable to pro- 
vide it. 


This is a plan, then, for federations 
of local libraries, and it is reported

that negotiations to that end have al- 
ready started among the libraries of 
Westchester County and Nassau —_— 
Island) County. 


Under the new law state aid will be 
allowed for book and periodical pur- 
chases to county systems that conform 
to standards. This can be a sum up to 
15¢c per capita of population served, 
provided that the sum is not more than 
half the library’s total expenditures 
for this purpose. 


If the federation arrangement also 
includes central purchasing and central 
book repair and rebinding, an addi- 
tional state aid grant of 71Ac¢ per capita 
served is allowed to the system. 


It can be seen that state aid is thus 
used to encourage small libraries to 
federate into systems that (a) will 
conform to state standards, and that 
(b) have centralized the purchasing 
and repairing of books for all the mem- 
ber libraries. The news report makes 
no mention of centralized cataloging. 
Possibly some systems could achieve 
that, depending on the classification 
and cataloging problems of its member 
libraries, but the state does not seem 
to require it. 


Until such time as county library 
federations or systems can be formed, 
the new law permits the Commissioner 
of Education to make grants to indi- 
vidual libraries of 10% of their ex- 
penditures for books, periodicals and 
binding in the previous calendar year. 
The authority to make such grants ex- 
pires on July 1, 1953. There is thus a 
three-year period in which libraries 
can work out their federation agree- 
ments. During this period state aid 
is available to libraries, but the en- 
couragement to federate to share in 








much more substantial state aid should 
bring about a great many larger units 
of service long before 1953. 


A little beside the point here, but of 
interest nonetheless, is what Governor 
Dewey said when he signed the bill. 
He expressed the hope that the new 
law would result in public recognition 
of the value of libraries and encourage 
wider use of them. “I hope too,” he 


said, “that it will mean better pay for 
librarians. Librarians and preachers 
are the most underpaid groups in the 
country today.” 


Congratulations — New York librar- 
ians, library trustees, and citizens at 
large! 


New York State is only twice as 
large as Ohio. Can’t Ohio do as well 
proportionately ? 


“Prospecting for Lilrary Patrons” 


That is the title of a new publica- 
tion issued by the A.L.A. Division 
of Public Libraries. It comprises a 
series of papers on a variety of 
activities that small public libraries 
as well as larger ones might under- 
take as they seek ways of reaching 
out to attract and serve larger num- 
bers of adults. 


We are proud to say that three of 
the papers are by Ohio librarians. 
Mrs. Florence Craig, of the Cuyahoga 
County Public Library, prepared the 
first paper, “Librarians with the Ex- 
trovert Look.” The outstanding work 
done by the Cleveland Public Library 
with old people is described by Dr. 
Fern Long and Clara Lucioli under 
the title, “The Live Long and Like 
It Library Club.” Mildred Stibitz, of 


the Dayton Public Library, has one 
on “Why Library Service to 
Labor Groups?” 


In addition to these there are papers 
by such well-known adult education 
leaders in library work as Ruth Rut- 
zen, of Detroit, Marian McFadden, of 
Indianapolis, Mildred Mathews, of New 
York Public Library, Marion Hawes, 
of Baltimore, and others. These papers 
are actually the proceedings from a 
pre-conference institute on adult edu- 
cation in libraries that was held in 
Atlantic City. The printing was handled 
for the Division by the Sturgis Print- 
ing Company, and copies should be 
ordered direct from that company, at 
Sturgis, Michigan. This publication has 
just come from the press, and sells for 
$1.00 per copy.

STAFF INSTITUTE HELD 

Library personnel in the Cleveland 
area were recently treated to one of 
the most successful of the annual Staff 
Institutes sponsored by the Cleveland 
Public Library Worker’s Association. 
The program was arranged by the Ed- 
ucation Committee under Miss Cath- 
arine Graves. Nine meetings repre- 
senting at least as many varied inter- 
ests were held. At the opening session, 
Dr. Harlan H. Hatcher, author and 
professor, presented a broad and pene- 


- trating view of literature in our times. 


This was followed next day by a two- 
hour demonstration of radio techniques 
by Edwin F. Helman, Director of Radio 
in the Cleveland Public Schools and 
nationally recognized authority in his 
field. 


At a luncheon session, Mrs. Mabel 
Gehring spoke so effectively on 
“Glimpses of Scotland” that they say 
those of the staff who were not able 
to attend will never hear the end of it 
from those who were. 


“Vacation Tips for 1950,” a travel 
talk with films, was followed in the 
evening by a panel discussion of the 
Public Library Inquiry with Mr. L. 
Quincy Mumford as Moderator. 


A lucid and detailed explanation of 
their benefits under the library insur- 
ance and pension plan was given the 
staff by Mrs. Zella Jacque and Mrs. 
Varelia Farmer. At the luncheon that 
noon Harriet G. Long, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Library Science, Western 
Reserve University, held the group 
spellbound with what was reported as 
a beautiful and inspired evaluation of 
children’s books of 1949. This was 
followed by a style show. At the 
closing session John MacKenzie Cory, 
Executive Secretary of the A.L.A., 
gave a preview of the approaching na- 
tional A.L.A. conference in Cleveland.

Did you know that the Ohio Library 
Association subscribes to a clipping 
service? A company in Cleveland clips 
all the items it can find about libraries 
in Ohio newspapers. These are sent 
to the State Library, which finds them 
a real help in finding out what our 
libraries are up to. Recently Mr. Brahm 
turned two batches of clippings over 
to the Bulletin. Each week there is 
quite an envelope-full. 


You can get ideas for library publi- 
city as well as information from the 
clippings. We’ll pass on to you some of 
the news and ideas we got from this 
two weeks supply. If you take issue 
with anything said, remember that all 
we know is what we read in the papers! 


EXPERIMENTAL BRANCH 
From Columbus comes news that the 
Public Library has taken a lease on a 
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store in “America’s finest drive-in 
shopping center.” Will Collins, Librar- 
ian, plans to experiment there as fol- 
lows: “Instead of having many thou- 
sands of books on hand permanently, 
it will have but a few thousand, and 
these will be changed weekly. We have 
watched shopping procedures closely. 
Drug stores, grocers, and other retail- 
ers change their stocks every day. We 
are going to do something along the 
same line. Our books will be changed 
frequently to meet the demands of a 
new kind of reading public—the motor- 
ists who will patronize the drive-in 
shopping center.” 


FRIENDS INDEED 


Willoughby’s “Friends of the 
Library,” now one year old, is having 
an all-out campaign to increase inter- 
est in the library. Besides regular 
members at $1.00, this group has con- 
tributing ones at $3.00, sustaining at 
$5.00, memberships for organizations 
at $10.00. One of their projects is a 
Memorial Book Fund . . . Uhrichsville 
Library Auxiliary is planning a tag day 
for May (the same clipping said that 
Gertrude Dunn, librarian there, had 
told about the campaign for the O. L. A. 
Scholarship Fund, and that the Auxil- 
iary voted unanimously to contribute 
$25.00. Thank you!) .. . Youngstown 
College Library “Friends” have been 
raising money since 1938 to increase 
the College’s collection of books. They 
set themselves a goal of $5,000 a year 
for ten years. They have never raised 
less than that amount and one year 
raised $17,000. This year they raised 
more than $10,000. The annual drives 
have become a feature of Youngstown 


life. . . . Nice items about memorial 
book shelves in Bryan, New London, 
and Greene County Library (Xenia) 
. In Wooster the Friends of the 
Library have as a project maintaining 
exhibits in a Hobby Case. Recently 
they featured dolls and got some ex- 
cellent publicity on the display. 


BUILDINGS 


Ashland’s beautiful new public 
library is attracting record business. In 
the first month after opening, 7,808 
books were borrowed, the largest 
monthly circulation in the library’s his- 
tory ... Lorain’s proposed new $500,000 
library building is close enough to make 
choice of an architect a current matter 
of business . . . East Cleveland Public 
Library is advertising for bids for a 
proposed addition to its main building; 
it will have stacks to shelve 80,000 to 
90,000 volumes, and an auditorium and 
stage in the basement and also small 
study rooms; the first floor will feature 
a Music Listening Room, which is to 
be East Cleveland’s war memorial; off- 
street parking is also planned; hope to 
have it ready by November... A legal 
notice asking for bids on construction 
of a new wing for Lane Public Library, 
Hamilton, Ohio ... Green County 
Library accepting “with reluctance” 
space in a village building for the Bath 
Township library; reluctance because 
of the location on a busy highway. 


MONEY 


Ironton and Lawrence County will be 
voting in May on a half-mill levy for 
the Briggs Library there; this would 
yield $26,000 annually and bring the 
budget up to $41,000; articles to report 
that both the Lions and Rotary 
endorsed the levy and each donated 
$25.00 toward the levy fund cam- 
paign. They have a Citizen’s Library 
Committee to head the campaign, and 
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a speaker’s bureau of 25 persons to 
address clubs .. . Lorain Public Library 
pay raises under new salary scale exten- 
sion; several employees had reached 
the maximum, under the former pay 
plan, so another step was added... 


PEOPLE 


Two men appointed as board members 
for the Port Clinton Public Library, 
news because it is the first time men 
have ever been appointed to the board 
there ... Mrs. H. B. Vincent returns 
as Librarian of Lepper Library, at 
Lisbon, having been in the post from 
1938-1944; she now succeeds Kathleen 
Dooley, resigned. 


CHILDREN’S WORLD 


“Whoever heard of a black Easter 
rabbit?” That is the way Brumbach 
Library, of Van Wert, starts its an- 
nouncement of a story hour. Just 
enough of what the stories are about is 
mentioned to help arouse interest. Most 
libraries announce story hours in 
matter-of-fact items when a bit of the 
flavor of the stories to be told might 
better serve their purpose . . . Coshocton 
Public Library is securing advantage 
of help from high school girls who are 
members of Future Teachers of 
America, in which each girl apparently 
must have a project. One girl who hopes 
to become a primary teacher is telling 
stories for the library, thus getting 
experience with both children and their 
books ... A Children’s Music Apprecia- 
tion Hour was sponsored for children 
from the Ist to 4th grades on a recent 
Saturday by the Wilmington Public 
Library A “Just For Fun” 
program is a feature at the McClean 
Public Library at Fostoria, on Thurs- 
day; for pre-school to second grade, 
parents must register their children in 
advance if they are to attend. 








LOCAL HISTORY 


“Do you recall this location?” inquires 
the Dayton Public Library under a 
picture showing a home toppled on its 
side, with demolished homes nearby. 
This is one of hundreds of unidentified 
photographs the Library has which 
were taken after the famous flood of 
1913. Citizens are asked to stop at the 
Library to see if there are any photos 
they can identify. Do you think many 
Daytonians would skip over such a 
picture, or do you think they would 
look at it and pass on the word about 
the Library’s picture problem? 


THE NOSE FOR NEWS 

When the Girl Scouts of Akron gave 
copies of one of their books for each of 
the branch libraries, the news value 
was turned to good advantage by a nice 
photograph showing Akron librarian 
Russell Munn accepting the books from 
an officer of the Girl Scout board. Why 
can’t we remember to do that when 
someone gives us a gift! ... A picture 
of a new book chute arrangement in 
Bryan Public Library told citizens more 
effectively than words alone would have 
done that books can be returned in a slot 
similar to those used for night deposi- 
tories by banks. The item says the 
arrangement was designed and installed 
by an Aro Equipment Corporation ...
